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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that Gertz (US 
6,689,120 B1) does not teach a rectangular wire having a width of 0.003 in and a height of 0.001 in. The examiner disagrees for several 
reasons. Gertz clearly discloses a wire having a width of 0.003 in and a height of 0.0007 in. Gertz's height is expressed to the 
magnitude of the ten thousandth place right of the decimal (0.0007). The applicant's have expressed height only to the thousandth place 
right of the decimal (0.001 ). If Gertz's height dimension is converted/rounded to express it to the place that the applicant has expressed 
the height, Gertz's 0.0007 in is expressed 0.001 in, the same height that the applicant has claimed. And therefore, Gertz does teach the 
claimed height. In addition, Gertz not only discloses this specific dimension (col. 3, lines 1-7), but also discloses appropriate tolerances 
of this dimension, which encompass the claimed dimension (col. 2, lines 65-67). Specifically, Gertz teaches a width to height ratio 
ranging from 3.0 to 6.6. Therefore, since Gertz has disclosed a width of 0.003 in, a 3.0 ratio of 0.003 in yields a height of exactly 0.001 
in. Exactly as the applicant has claimed. Gertz also discloses wires having height's of 0.0007 in +/- 0.002 in (col. 5, lines 53-59), which 
also encompasses applicant's claimed 0.001 in height. Gertz does indeed teach a rectangular wire having the claimed dimensions. 
Applicant's arguments have been considered, however are found non-persuasive by the examiner. The previous rejection stands. 
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
